STATES SEA IS THE COMMON, 


PROPERTY OF ALL THE WORLD 


Dr. Dot a berg 
Says 
lf Its Freedom 
Is K ept it Will Mean th e Cessa­ 
tion of War. 


New York, Jan. 9— The sea is the 
common property of all th e world 
abd if its freedom is m aintained it 
will mean the cessation of war, Dr. 
Bernhard Dora berg, form er Colonial 
j Secretary of the German em pire, as­ 
serted in an address today before 
the Republican Club. T he greatest 
j struggle, he said, was the fight “on 
the one side for an absolute domina­ 
tion of the seven seas and on the 
other for a free sea. 
"The English have time an d again 
astvTied” , he paid, “ th a t 
Brfiiauy 
must rule the waves as a m atter of 
safety. 
The British doctrine leads 
further of necessity 
to th e claim 
j that the British empire begins 
at 
tile three-m ile limit of all 
other 
territory a claim that has no foun­ 
dation, either in the law of nations, 
in the higher sense or in the feel­ 
ing of the civilized world. 
"The sea is free to all. 
Any donr- 
ination exercised beyond th a t line is 
a breach and infringement on 
Hie 
rights of others. 
We m u st estab­ 
lish a free sea to be plied on 
ex­ 
clusively by the m erchant m arine of 
all nations. 
Men of war of any na­ 
tion whatsoever must be forbidd^i 
upon the high sea. 
When th a t 
is 
done Hie world, as It is divided now, 
will come to a permanent peace.” 
Dr. Toyokichi Iyenaga, formerly 
professor of history, University Chi­ 
cago, discussed Germany and her 
Far E astern policy and w hat, in ilia 
opinion, Germany’s influence in the 
Orient m eans to Japan. 
“ The grounds of Japan ’s ■war with 
Germany”, he said, “are to fulfill 
her treaty obligations w ith h e r ally 
and to establish firmly C hina’s 
in 
tegrity an d the principle of th e open 
door and 
to 
insure J a p a n ’s own 
safety 
and -lasting 
peace in the 
Orient. 
“ As to sending Japanese soldiers 
to Europe, it must be first and most 
j dearly understood 
that 
Japanese 
J soldiers will never act as hirelings 
j as the Hessians once did— in other 
! wmrds, will never sacrifice th e ir lives 
j for money. 
Further, we th in k 
it 
i none of o ur business to interfere 
j wiih European affairs. 
“ We sincerely hope that the allies
